RCMP search La hey's residences, office 


bishop RCMP in Nova Sco¬ 
tia have seized three com¬ 
puters and various storage 
devices during searches of 
the residences and office of 
a bishop accused in Ottawa 
of possessing child porn. 

Police say the latest 
search was yesterday at the 
Sydney residence of Bishop 
Raymond Lahey, 69, who 
resigned as bishop of the 
diocese of Antigonish after 
he was charged with pos¬ 
sessing and importing 
child pornography in On¬ 
tario. 


Police 
charged La¬ 
hey on Sept. 
25,10 days 
after his laptop computer 
and digital storage devices 
were seized as he re¬ 
entered Canada. 

Sgt. Brigdit Leger said 
one computer was seized 
in the search of an apart¬ 
ment in Sydney. Another 
two computers were seized 
Tuesday in Antigonish dur¬ 
ing a search of Lahey’s 


home and his office in the 
town. 

Leger said the devices 
will be examined by a spe¬ 
cial forensic unit based in 
Halifax. 

She said the searches in 
Antigonish and Sydney 
were conducted as a result 
of information obtained 
from the Ottawa police 
and a followup investiga¬ 
tion in Nova Scotia. 

Leger said the latest 
search warrants are linked 
to the original charges in

Lack of heat shuts down school 


The recession has driven 
up the number of people 
seeking help at a Halifax 
food bank by 20 per cent, 
but that’s been matched 
by a rise in donations. 

Last September, Dianne 
Swinemar of Feed Nova Sco¬ 
tia issued an SOS as the 
warehouse emptied out. 

“We had a phenomenal 
fall/Christmas season. Every 
food drive broke records,” 
she said, adding that 
fundraising was strong, too. 
“This year ... each of our 
agencies is getting a full or¬ 
der.” 

Feed Nova Scotia helps 
40,000 people each month, 
with more than half of 
them coming from HRM. 

A recent visitor had been 
laid off and couldn’t weath¬ 
er the six-week wait for an 
El cheque to feed her fami¬ 
ly, so she found herself at a 
food bank for the first time. 
That’s typical, Swinemar 
said. 

“There was a downsize in 
the economy and people 
were hurting, but when you 
and I had to tighten our 
purse strings, people be¬ 
came even more aware of 
what those on fixed in¬ 
comes would be challenged 
with,” she said. 

Wayne MacNaughton be¬ 
came homeless in the 1990s 
when health problems 


made finding work difficult. 
As his money dried up, so 
did the shelter he could af¬ 
ford. Today, he lives in an af¬ 
fordable housing complex 
and works for Community 
Action on Homelessness. He 
spoke to Metro yesterday at 
the opening of an afford¬ 
able housing building on 
Maynard Street. 

“We’ve had a growing 
homeless problem in Hali¬ 
fax for quite some time, and 
maybe it’s just appearing a 
little more now with the re¬ 
cession,” he said. Capacity 
at shelters is a huge prob¬ 


lem, with nightly waiting 
lists forcing people onto the 
streets. 

MacNaughton said he 
blames years of funding 
neglect. He’s hopeful for 
the new NDP government, 
but said its recent budget 
should have put more into 
social assistance. 

“A few million more and 
they could have increased 
(monthly social assistance) 
by $26, instead of $6,” he 
said. “This is a very urgent 
issue and it’s not something 
we need to do a lot more 
studying on.”

The Roman 
Catholic 
Church has 
filed court docu¬ 
ments denying al¬ 
legations that it 
created an en¬ 
vironment 
that led to 
the abuse of 
young boys by 
a priest in 
southwestern 
Nova Scotia in 
the 1940s and 
’50s. 

In separate 
statements of 
claim filed earli¬ 
er this year with 
the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court, Ken¬ 
neth Joseph Boudreau 
and Raymond 

Boudreau allege they 
were abused as chil¬ 
dren by Rev. Adolphe 
LeBlanc, who died 35 
years ago, in two 
small parishes. 

A third statement of 
claim has been filed 
on behalf of a man 
identified by the ini¬ 
tials H.W.M., a former 
altar boy in Salmon 


River. He claims he 
was abused starting in 
1945 when he was 14. 

The archdiocese of 
Halifax and the dio¬ 
cese of Yarmouth 
filed statements of de¬ 
fence dated Oct. 5 in 
all three cases. 

In each instance, 
the defendants “nei¬ 
ther confirm or deny” 
the allegations of 
abuse, saying the 
church has “insuffi¬ 
cient knowledge” of 
what occurred. 

However, the 

church refutes argu¬ 
ments made by the 
plaintiffs that it bore 
some responsibility 
for sexual abuse by a 
priest, or that it knew 
at the time that 
LeBlanc “had a 
propensity to engage 
in deviant behaviour." 

The church says if 
LeBlanc did commit 
abuse, then it was 
“his independent act 
for which he is solely 
responsible in fact 
and law.”

A couple of years on 
probation may be just 
what the doctor ordered 
for Dalhousie University’s 
undergraduate school of 
medicine, say some 
students in the program. 

The university an¬ 
nounced yestreday it had 
lost an appeal to the U.S.- 
based Liaison Committee 
for Medical Education 
(LCME), and would be sub¬ 
ject to a two-year proba¬ 
tionary period starting to¬ 
day. The LCME reviews 
medical schools across 
Canada and the U.S. 

“I actually see this as a 
great opportunity for 
change,” said second-year 
medical student Stephanie 
Van Zanten. “Some of the 
issues were very small 
things that have already 
been fixed ... our school 


has been very transparent 
throughout this whole 
process.” 

The committee reviewed 
the school on 132 stan¬ 
dards earlier this year, and 
Dalhousie was deemed 
“non-compliant” on 17. In 
a release issued yesterday, 
the medical school said 
most of the issues related 
to curriculum manage¬ 
ment, monitoring and 
evaluation. 

Despite its probationary 
status, Dalhousie main¬ 
tained that its medical pro¬ 
gram is still accredited, 
and the ruling will not af¬ 
fect students’ ability to 
qualify as doctors or obtain 
residency training. 

Second-year student 


Melissa Keith called the 
LCME’s decision “disap¬ 
pointing,” but said she was 
not discouraged by her 
school’s performance. 

“I’m pretty confident 
that in two years, we’ll 
have made the changes we 
need to make,” said Keith. 
“I’m not really worried 
about it.” 

The school’s dean, Tom 
Marrie, confirmed the uni¬ 
versity has started to im¬ 
prove the areas where 
problems were found, and 
expects the school will be 
able to unveil a brand-new 
medical curriculum by 
September 2010. 

There are a total of 17 ac¬ 
credited faculties of medi¬ 
cine across Canada. 


Baby death trial delayed again

trial A young couple ac¬ 
cused of causing life- 
threatening injuries that 
sent their newborn child 
to hospital finally made an 
appearance before a judge 
yesterday, only to have the 
case delayed once again. 

Ashiqur Rahman and 
Jane Gomes, both 23, each 
face one count of aggravat¬ 
ed assault in relation to a 
July 23 incident that sent 
their seven-weelc-old 
daughter, Aurora Break¬ 
through, to the IWK 
Health Centre in Halifax. 
The child died four days 
later. 

The couple was led into 
the Halifax provincial 
courtroom yesterday 
flanked by sheriff deputies, 
and were seated on oppo¬ 
site ends of the defen¬ 
dant’s bench as legal aid 
lawyer Peter Mancini re¬ 
quested the case be de¬ 
layed to Nov. 16. Both Rah¬ 
man and Gomes looked 
nervous, shifting glances 
between the judge, the 
lawyers, and those in at¬ 
tendance, but showed no 
sign of outward emotion. 

This is the fourth time 
the case has been delayed. 
Mancini, who is represent¬ 
ing Gomes, told reporters 
the delay was needed to re¬ 
view new disclosures, but 
things can move forward 
now that both accused 
have legal counsel. Rah- 
mad’s lawyer is going to be 
Donald Murray. 

“One of the accused’s 
lawyers needs some time 
to review some of the dis¬ 
closure and there may be 
more coming, so matters 


have simply been put over 
to another date for elec¬ 
tion and plea,” Mancini 
said. “There is a fair 
amount of disclosure, a 
fair amount of paperwork 
... it’s important that all of 
that material be reviewed 
both by counsel and then 
by counsel with the 
client.” 

“It’s been taking some 
time but now both parties 
have counsel, both parties 
have lawyers which was an 


important piece of the puz¬ 
zle,” he said. 

Rahman and Gomes, 
originally from Bangladesh 
and staying in Canada on 
student visas, both studied 
Computer Science at Aca¬ 
dia University, but were 
living on Gottingen Street 
above The Good Food Em¬ 
porium at the time of the 
incident. Both have been 
remanded to the Burnside

bunk. 

“You didn’t think he was 
capable of violence 
towards the kids?” defence 
lawyer Peter Wilson asked 
Clarke. 

“Right,” she replied. 

“Allan never spanked 
the kids,” said Wilson. 

“True,” she said. 

Clarke testified earlier 
that Schoenborn had 
exhibited signs of mental 
illness for years.

Prison torture was possible, 
diplomat warned Ottawa 


Official advised feds of abuse in buried reports, public inquiry hears 


A Canadian diplomat 
warned the federal 
government in writing 
early in 2006 that Afghan 
prisoners faced the possi¬ 
bility of torture — reports 
that have been smothered 
under a blanket of 
national security. 

The politically explosive 
revelation was made in an 
affidavit filed by Richard 
Colvin — now an intelli¬ 
gence officer with the For¬ 
eign Affairs Department — 
to the Military Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission, 
which once again ad¬ 
journed public hearings 
yesterday. 

The inquiry, which is 
looking at what military 
police knew, or should 
have known, about possi¬ 
ble Afghan prison torture, 
has been put on hold for at 
least six months amid 
court appeals over its juris¬ 
diction. 

Colvin’s written submis¬ 
sion stated that two re¬ 
ports — one on May 26, 
2006, and the other on 
June 2, 2006 — were dis¬ 
tributed widely in the For¬ 
eign Affairs

U.S. District Judge Clay D. 
Land’s scathing 43-page or¬ 
der yesterday said Califor¬ 
nia lawyer and dentist Orly 
Taitz filed “frivolous” litiga¬ 
tion and attempted to mis¬ 


use the federal courts to 
push a political agenda. 

Taitz, a leader of the so- 
called birther movement, 
sued on behalf of Army 
Capt. Connie Rhodes, who 
sought to avoid deployment 
to Iraq by claiming Obama 
wasn’t bom in the U.S. and 
that he was “an illegal 
usurper, unlawful pretender 
and unqualified impostor.” 
Documents show the presi¬ 
dent was bom in Hawaii. 

Land had already dis¬ 


missed the lawsuit, but Taitz 
continued filing motions. 
He said he fined her $20,000 
“as a deterrent to prevent 
future misconduct and to 
protect the integrity of the 
court.” 

“The absolute absence of 
any legitimate legal argu¬ 
ment, combined with the 
political diatribe in her mo¬ 
tions, demonstrates that Ms. 
Taitz’s purpose is to advance 
a political agenda,” Land

Garrido and his wife, 
Nancy, have been charged 
with kidnapping and rape 
in Dugard’s 1991 disappear¬ 
ance outside her home. The 
Garridos have pleaded not

Ice-free Arctic? 


Explorers say North Pole ice will melt during future summers

open water each summer, bringing 
forward the potential date when the 
summer sea ice will be completely gone.”

The North Pole will turn 
into an open sea during 
summer within a decade, 
according to data released 
yesterday by a team of ex¬ 
plorers who trekked 
through the Arctic for 
three months. 

The Catlin Arctic Survey 
team, led by explorer Pen 
Hadow, measured the 
thickness of the ice as it 
sledged and hiked through 
the northern part of the 
Beaufort Sea in the north 
Pole earlier this year dur¬ 
ing a research project. 
Their findings show that 
most of the ice in the re¬ 
gion is first-year ice that is 
only around 1.8 metres (six 
feet) deep and will melt 
next summer. The region 


has traditionally contained 
thicker multi-year ice, 
which does not melt as 
rapidly. 

“With a larger part of 
the region now first-year 
ice, it is clearly more vul¬ 
nerable,” said Prof. Peter 
Wadhams, part of the Po¬ 
lar Ocean Physics Group at 
the University of Cam¬ 
bridge that analyzed the 
data. 

“The area is now more 


likely to become open wa¬ 
ter each summer, bringing 
forward the potential date 
when the summer sea ice 
will be completely gone.” 

Wadhams said the Catlin 
Arctic Survey data sup¬ 
ports the new consensus 
that the Arctic will be ice- 
free in summer within 20 
years, and that much of 
the decrease will happen 
within 10 years.

Afghanistan could see more help from 
Britain as PM mulls sending troops 


war effort British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown 
pledged yesterday to send 
more troops to 
Afghanistan but only if 
NATO and the Afghan gov¬ 
ernment do more to help 
fight the Taliban. 

Brown said his govern¬ 
ment would increase 
British troop levels to 
9,500 — an increase of 
about 500 — on the condi¬ 
tion that President Hamid 
Karzai reduce corruption 
and improve his govern¬ 


ment’s performance. 
Brown also pledged to 
send troops only if he can 
provide them with the 
proper equipment, and if 
NATO allies increase their 
contributions to the war 
effort. 

Military experts said 
Brown wants to show 
British support for the war 
as the U.S. debates an in¬ 
crease in its Afghan troop 
levels and he is unlikely to 
call off the deployment.

Healing through truth, reconciliation 



I met Desmond Tutu in 
1990 when interviewing 
him about the dismantling 
of apartheid in South 
Africa. Like most Canadi¬ 
ans I was well aware of 
apartheid and greatly ad¬ 
mired Tutu’s personal risk¬ 
taking in the cause of lib¬ 
eration for South Africans. 

My admiration grew 
even deeper five years lat¬ 
er as he began chairing 
the South African Truth 
and Reconciliation Com¬ 
mission. He opened the 
heart of a whole nation to 
truth-telling about all that 
had diminished them, de¬ 
stroyed trust and prevent¬ 
ed them from being all 
that they could be as “rain¬ 
bow people of God.” 


While aware of the 
shameful past of South 
African apartheid, most 
Canadians were far less 
aware about our own soci¬ 
etal sins regarding our his¬ 
tory of aboriginal residen¬ 
tial schools. These schools, 
created by the govern¬ 
ment of Canada to assimi¬ 
late native children into 
white culture, and run by 
the churches, led to un¬ 
told suffering and cultural 
loss. Children endured 
long separations from 
their parents and were un¬ 
able to even speak their 
own language. Too many 
also experienced physical 
and sexual abuse, away 
from the protection of 
their families and commu¬ 
nities. 

Since 2003, the United 
Church of Canada has 
worked with other church¬ 
es and aboriginal and sur¬ 
vivor groups to promote a

national truth-telling and 
healing process. Over the 
next five years, we as 
Canadians will all have the 
opportunity to participate 
in a Truth and Reconcilia¬ 
tion Commission through 
national and community 
events, as well as com¬ 
memoration activities. 

Today, with survivors, 
aboriginal, church and 
government leaders, I will 
join Gov. Gen. Michaelle 
Jean to mark a renewed ef¬ 
fort in our own truth¬ 
telling and healing 
process. 

Acknowledging wrong¬ 
doing is the first step on 
the road of repentance. At 
the United Church, we 
have worked hard to be¬ 
come informed and re¬ 
sponsive to the harmful 


impact of the residential 
schools on Aboriginal Peo¬ 
ples and their cultures. We 
have apologized to former 
residential school stu¬ 
dents, their families and 
communities. But there is 
much more listening and, 
we trust, healing ahead of 
us. 

Today, all Canadians are 
being given the opportuni¬ 
ty to come to terms with 
our own national shame 
— and with the promise of 
healing. 

As Desmond Tutu did for 
South Africans, Aboriginal 
Peoples’ leaders here in 
Canada are helping us to 
face the pain with prom¬ 
ise; and to move through 
anger and apology to 
shared hope. They invite 
us to listen deeply to all 
the stories of this land.

Loonie may drive retail sales south 


Fluctuating dollar 


The loonie edged closer to 
parity yesterday, stoking 
fears for Canadian 
retailers that their recent 
sales gains will soon flee 
to south of the border. 

Bank of Montreal econo¬ 
mist Douglas Porter says 
there is already evidence 
that the cross-border shop¬ 
ping phenomenon, which 
had become a victim of the 
recession and the Canadian 
dollar’s tumble earlier this 
year, may be reviving. 

“The chatter I’m hearing 
is there were big lineups at 
the border to get back into 


Canada on Monday night,” 
he said. 

The most recent Statis¬ 
tics Canada data date back 
to July, too removed to cap¬ 
ture the current situation. 

Porter recently compiled 
his summer comparison of 
prices between Canada and 
the U.S. and came up with 
a surprising result. The 
price gap that had been as 
high 20 per cent in the 
summer of 2008, was down 
to 6.8 per cent a year later 
on his basket of goods, in¬ 
cluding eight automobiles 
and seven books. 


• Canadian retailers have been 
pressured to keep up with re¬ 
cent wild fluctuations in the 
dollar. It hit $1.10 US in the fall 
of 2007, then tumbled as low 
as 76.53 cents US in March this 

On the latter two items, 
Porter found almost no dif¬ 
ference once deep dis¬ 
counts offered by Canadian 
retailers were taken into 
account.

Energy drink's 
iPhone app 
isn't 'scoring' 
with critics 

marketing PepsiCo Inc. is 
facing criticism for an 
iPhone application that 
promises to help men 
“score” with two dozen 
stereotypes of women by 
giving users pickup lines 
and a scoreboard to keep 
track of their conquests. 

An apology by the com¬ 
pany — which is using the 
app “Amp up before you 
score” to market its Amp 
energy drink — is igniting 
more online criticism. 

But the company is stick¬ 
ing by the app. Spokes¬ 
woman Nicole Bradley said 
the program is available 
only to people 17 and older 
who “choose to opt in to 
the experience.” 

The free application, re¬ 
leased last week, was still 
available yesterday. Pepsi 
probably won’t take the ap¬ 
plication down immediate¬ 
ly, so the chatter can con¬ 
tinue, said Kevin Dugan of 
Empower Media Marketing 
in Cincinnati. “I think their 
goal was to get noticed 
and, well, it looks like that 
strategy has paid off,” 

The application lets 
users select from 
stereotypes of women, like 
the “foreign exchange stu¬ 
dent” or “nerd” or 
“cougar.” Then it offers 
possible pickup lines, like 
“Wasn’t I in Space 
Academy with you?” for 
the nerd.

Relief for Fleury, finally 

Tormented former NHL star tells all in new autobiography

Theo Fleury suffered 
silently, alone with his 
pain until he could take it 
no more and tried to drink 
it all away. 

When the hurt returned 
the cycle would repeat, 
and as the years went on 
he began to lose more and 
more control. By the time 
the former NHL star dis¬ 
appeared from the public 
eye some five years ago, 
most fans could only re¬ 
member the sad and pecu¬ 
liar sideshow he had be¬ 
come, not the tiny-but- 
dazzling dynamo on the 
ice he had been for over a 
decade. 

Sober four years and en¬ 
joying a stability in his life 
he never before had, Fleury 
now wants to set the 
record straight. His autobi¬ 
ography Playing With Fire, 
released yesterday, answers 
many of the questions peo¬ 
ple had about his at-times 
maniacal behaviour. 

By exposing his demons 
— most notably the sexual 
assaults he says he was sub¬ 
jected to by former junior 
hockey coach Graham 


James and the substance 
abuse it led to — the 41- 
year-old Fleury has found 
relief. 

“The only way you can 
get any kind of recovery in 
this process is to tell 
somebody, you’ve got to 
get it out there,” Fleury 
said yesterday. “I felt with 
four years sobriety under 
my belt that I would be 


able to handle it and stay 
strong and get the mes¬ 
sage out there. 

“I wanted people to un¬ 
derstand why everything 
kind of went off the rails 
towards the end.” 

Fleury made a spectacu¬ 
lar debut with the Calgary 
Flames in 1989, a five-foot- 
six bundle of speed and en¬ 
ergy pinballing off the big 


men around him with eye¬ 
popping skill and relent¬ 
less determination. 

He helped the Flames win 
the Stanley Cup that year 
and went on to record 455 
goals and 633 assists in 1,084 
games. But he says he was 
haunted by abuse recounted 
in his autobiography in 
cringe-inducing detail.

New Brunswick city set to host 2010 regular-season game 


For one game, anyway, the 
Toronto Argonauts will 
call Moncton, N.B., home. 

Two CFL sources told 
The Canadian Press yester¬ 
day that the Argos will be 
the home team for a regu¬ 
lar-season game that will 
be played in New 
Brunswick next season.

Cats played an exhibition 
game in Halifax in 2005. 


There was persistent talk 
that a stadium could be built as 
part of Halifax’s bid for the 
2014 Commonwealth Games. 
But that ended when the city 
withdrew its bid in March 2007. 

That game was to serve as 
a gauge for possible CFL ex¬ 
pansion and tickets at 
Huskies Stadium — which 
had a seating capacity of 
11,000 — quickly sold out. 
Nothing was resolved in the 
field, however, as the two 
teams battled to a 16-16 tie, 
but it attracted 11,148 fans, 
thanks to the construction 


of temporary seating. 

The CFL was to stage an¬ 
other exhibition game 
there in 2006, but the sus¬ 
pension of the Ottawa Rene¬ 
gades, who were scheduled 
to play in the contest, 
forced it to be cancelled 
outright. 

There was talk of Monc¬ 
ton officials negotiating a 
five-year deal with the CFL 
to stage regular-season 
games there. However, the 
two sides reached an agree¬ 
ment to play a 2010 contest 
there and see how that 
went before moving for¬ 
ward on talk about a multi¬ 
year agreement.

Don’t take 
it easy on 
your land’s 
easements 



roperty owners 
should be famil¬ 
iar with any of 
the easements 
that affect their 


land. 

An easement is the legal 
right to use another per¬ 
son’s property for a desig¬ 
nated purpose. A common 
example is a “right-of- 
way,” which gives a per¬ 
son the right to travel 
across property owned by 
another person. 

Easements can impact 
property values. For ex¬ 
ample, no structure can 
be built within the desig¬ 
nated area of an ease¬ 
ment. 

This could impact the 
size and shape of the 
house that could be con¬ 
structed and, therefore, 
reduce the value of a 
property. 

On the other hand, if a 
property does not front 
on the ocean, but has ac¬ 
cess to the water, the val¬ 
ue of the property would 
increase. 

While many people ac¬ 
knowledge the existence 
of an easement, they do 
not clearly understand 
the designated purpose of 
the grant. 

In a recent matter, we 
discovered that an ease¬ 
ment over the rear por¬ 
tion of a property was 
part of a 66-foot right of 
way. The property owner 
didn’t see any immediate 
concern as only 10-feet of 
the easement crossed his 
land. 

However, the overall

size was significant as the 
66-foot corridor was main¬ 
tained as the location of a 
future road. 

If an easement isn’t in 
use, people shouldn’t as¬ 
sume it would never be 
used. 

The person who holds 
the benefit could wait 
years before enforcing the 
easement rights. As well, 
one should not assume an 
easement exists simply 
because there is an ongo¬ 
ing use of land. 

Many people assume 
they have an easement be¬ 
cause they have always 
used a portion of their 
neighbour’s land. 

However, if the right 
was not formally granted, 
the easement wouldn’t 
exist and their may not 
be any legal right to 
use the neighbour’s prop¬ 
erty.

Shrink your ecological footprint this winter 


"alee a wild guess 
whether heating 
your house this 
winter will leave a 
large ecological 
footprint. 

You may have a good idea 
already, but if you’ve got 
doors with no weather¬ 
stripping, windows with 
cracked or absent caulking, 
a draft blowing in under¬ 
neath the door or window, 
or windows and walls that 
exude cold, you’ve proba¬ 
bly got a monster footprint. 
An older inefficient furnace 
can waste a ton of energy, 
and large icicles hanging 
from the roof in the winter 
can also indicate that heat 
is escaping from your 
home in a major way. 

Another way you can tell 
if you’re a heating hog is if 
you’ve got a heating bill 
much higher than similar 
neighbouring houses. 

Leaving a large ecological 
footprint when you heat 
your home means that you 
are heating your house in¬ 
efficiently, allowing dribs 
and drabs of precious heat 
to escape the confines of 
your home, and bleed out 
into the cold night. 

Yes, we most certainly 
need to heat our homes in

this climate, and this effort 
will always leave a “foot¬ 
print”. But the issue is not 
whether we leave a foot¬ 
print — we will — but how 
small and light we can 
make that footprint. 

To shrink your footprint, 
one of the first things you 
can do is to schedule an au¬ 
dit of your house. To find 
an auditor in your area 
Google energy rebates to 
find information from the 
appropriate government 
department, and the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada to find 
federal energy rebate infor¬ 
mation. 

Auditors look at your 


home and provide you with 
a list of what you can do to 
make your home heating 
more efficient. It usually fo¬ 
cuses on things like caulk¬ 
ing, weatherstripping, insu¬ 
lation and furnace-related 
issues. The great thing is 
that you can get back up to 
$10,000 in both provincial 
and federal rebates for ap¬ 
plicable work. 

Other ways to make your 


heating more energy-effi¬ 
cient include using a pro¬ 
grammable thermostat. 
The advantage of program¬ 
mable thermostats is that 
you can heat the house 
more when you are at 
home. If the house is vacat¬ 
ed during the day on week¬ 
days, you can turn it down, 
and program it to run 
warmer temperatures at 
the usual “arrive at home” 
time. Also remember that 
most people sleep more 
comfortably in cooler tem¬ 
peratures, so turn it down 
at night too.

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Top Model winner 
strolls the catwalk 

Reality TV show changed Rebecca Hardy's life 


Canada’s Next Top Model winner Rebecca Hardy has had the 
opportunity to model in Milan, New York and all over Canada.

Rebecca Hardy’s life 
changed exactly two 
years ago, when the as¬ 
piring model won cycle 
two of Canada’s Next Top 
Model. 

“I’ve had the opportuni¬ 
ty to model in Milan, Eng¬ 
land, New York and all 
over Canada,” said Hardy, 
who worked at JM Schnei¬ 
ders before the win, 
preparing meats to be 
processed. 

“Eve met some huge 
celebrities and had the 
opportunity to walk many 
red carpets. I’ve been part 
of some huge show pro¬ 
ductions and music 
videos.” 

She will walk in several 
shows during Toronto 
Fashion Week, which 
starts on Monday. 

Hardy — who stands 
five-foot-11 and is often 
recognized for her red 
hair and blunt bangs — 
was born in Burnaby, B.C., 
and moved to Mannheim, 
Ont., in the first grade. 
She first became interest¬ 
ed in modelling during 
her senior year of high 
school, when a friend 
asked Hardy to model 
some clothing she de¬ 
signed for a school fash¬ 
ion show. 

“I was really nervous be¬ 
cause I didn’t feel com¬ 
fortable at all in front of 
an audience,” she said. 

“I was practically shak¬ 
ing, but when I got on 
stage, I completely 
changed. I loved it. This 
opened my eyes to model¬ 
ling and made me want to 
pursue it more.” 

She signed with On¬ 
tario-based Cameo Models 
at 19 and applied to Cana¬ 
da’s Next Top Model a few 
years later. For winning 
the competition, Hardy 
received a $100,000 con¬ 
tract with Procter & Gam¬ 
ble, a modelling contract 
with Toronto-based 

Sutherland Models and an 
editorial spread in Fash¬ 
ion magazine. 

Hardy says while the 
competition was often 
much more stressful than 
depicted on television — 
participants regularly 
worked long days on little 
sleep — she wouldn’t 
trade the experience for 
anything. 

“The show, and model¬ 
ing, has taught me a lot 
about myself and al¬ 


though times were diffi¬ 
cult, I wouldn’t have it 
any other way,” she said.

Art imitates life for actress 

Unfamiliarity with city made playing character easy for Clarkson in new film

“It was a case of art and 
life merging/’ Patricia 
Clarkson says about her 
role in Ruba Nadda’s Cairo 
Time, which finds the Os¬ 
car nominated actress 
playing a Canadian maga¬ 
zine editor stranded in the 
Egyptian capital while her 
husband is off working for 
the U.N.

2 tsp garlic salt 

1/2 tbsp chili flakes 
1 tbsp yest 
1 tsp sugar 

1 cup of beer at room tem¬ 
perature 

1/2 cup of olive oil 
1/4 cup water (if 
necessary) 

Topping: 

1 cup barbecue sauce 
1 cup cubed cooked chick¬ 
en breast 

1 cup low fat shredded 
cheese (marble or 
mozzarella) 

Fresh vegetables 

METHOD: 

l.Put all dry ingredients in 
a large mixing bowl. Even¬ 


ly mix them. 

2. Add olive oil and beer. 
Keep mixing till you form 
a ball of dough. If it’s a lit¬ 
tle dry, add more beer or 
warm water. If it’s a little 
sticky, sprinkle on flour. 
When you remove the 
dough from the bowl, it 
should be sticky but not 
leave anything on your 
fingers or in the bowl. 

3. Stretch dough onto 
greased cookie sheet or 
pizza stone. 

4. Top with barbecue 
sauce and other 
ingredients. 

5. Cook for 30-45 minutes 
at 400°F until crust is gold¬ 
en brown and cheese is 
bubbling.
